"SUFFS" HAVE
GOODS ON MINISTER

Say They Can Drive Cabinet
Member Out of Public Life-

Headquarters Open.

London, June 26..The militant suf-
fragettea are boasting of a complete
victory over the government. Not
only are there no prosecution« against
the subscribers to the militants' fund,
but the headquarters in Kingsway,
which were raided and closed by the
police a few weeks ago, have once

more been opened and the militants
there are openly organizing their at¬
tacks on people and property.
The militants say it is not altogether

the wealth and social influence of the
subscribers to the organization which
has brought about the victory over the
government. One of the strongest sup¬
porters of militancy and one of the
largest subscribers to the fund claims
to know enough about a certain mem¬
ber of the Cabinet to drive him out of
public life, and she says she ia re¬

solved to do it if attempts to confis¬
cate the militants' funds or close their
headquartera are continued.

It is well known that every time the
militant headquarters is raided and
closed, this woman calls on the Cab¬
inet minister in question and a few
days later the headquarters are opened
again.

HEAT FATAL TO ALIENIST
Dr. W. B. Moseley, Long in
City Service, Is Found Dead.
Dr. William B. Moseley, for twenty

years in the employ of the city, eleven
of which he served as resident alienist
in the psychopathic ward at lie Kings
County Hospital, was found dead yes-
ttrday morning in the bathroom of his

apartments at the hospital, supposedly
from the effects of heat.
Whin discovered Dr. Moseley was

found in a sitting posture, dressed in
his sleeping gown, with the water run¬

ning in the bathtub. He remained up
late the previous night playing cards
with several hospital doctors and their
wives, an»! appeared in the bent of
spirits. The hospital doctors believe
he suffered from heat and intended
taking a cold bath when stricken.
For several years Dr. Moseley was

connected with the ¡m-ane ward on

illackwell's Island, and later was sent
to Ward's Island, and finally to the in-

». .tut ion in which he died.
He was born at Dallas, Tex. He

leaves his mother, two brothers and a

sister. He was graduated from the
University of Virginia, and immediate¬
ly took up specialising in insanity
cases. He was a member jf the Army
and Navy Club, Crescent Athletic Club,
Kings County Medical Society and the
Brooklyn Lodge of Elks.
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WIFE SUES PLAYWRIGHT
A. J. Lamb, Who Married as a

Quaker, Is Defendant.
Arthur J. Lamb, a pla^right, is the

defendant in a suit brought by Mra.
Mabel Burns Lamb, whom he married
in Newark, K. J., in January, 1913.
Lamb filed his answer in the Supreme
Court yesterday, denying the allega-
tiona made by his wife, without spe-
cif»cally referring to the nature of the
things allep-ed opainst him.

lny r.-pre.iented themselves as

Quakers when they were married in
New Jersey, for in that »täte Quakers
can be married not only without pay¬
ing for a marriage license, but they
also are exempted from replying to
the usual questions, which sometimes
are embarrassing. The first Mrs. Lamb
had divorced him.
Lamb and his present wife were

married by a justice of the peace who
is a Quaker. After the simple cere¬
mony announcement waa made by
Lamb that neither was a Quaker.
Lamb wrote the book of the musical
comedy "Hotel Eva," later rechristened
.Madnme Moselle," which recently ran
for a week in this city.

DUELL TO PROBE
REMARKS OF T. R.

Will Seek to Interpret
Words During Visit

with Whitman.

POWER ACCUSATION
DENIED BY BARNES

District Attorney Sees Attack
Made by Roosevelt as

Moose Measure.

Charles H. Duell jr., took a let«
»fternoon train for Newport yesterday.
He will be the guest of District At¬
torney Whitman over the week «nd
snd will discuss with him what he
thinks Colonel Roosevelt actually
meant by the statement given out on

Thursday night.
A» he waa not many mile» from

Sagamore Hill when the statement wa«
made public, Mr. Duell sought a per¬
sonal interpretation of the Colonel's
meaning at an early call. When he
returned to the city no amount of
coaxing could induce him to talk about
his visit.

"Just put it," he replied, "that I had
nothing at all to say.

It may be stated, however, that if
Mr. Duell is convinced that his great
ambition to have the Colonel come out
for Whitman has been killed, he bore
up bravely under it. He refuses to in¬
terpret the Colonel's statement a«

meaning that he was irrevocably de¬
cided that he cannot indorse Whitman.

Before starting for Newport yester¬
day Mr. Whitman said it was "silly"
for the Colonel tc say that he was sub¬
servient to Chairman Barnes of the Re¬
publican State Committee, or any other
man.
"When the psychological tira«

comes,'* he said, "I may issue a state¬
ment covering the entire situation,
That may be in three or four weeks."

"I am afraid that Mr. Roosevelt has
turned reactionary and does not realise
that the Republican candidates for Gov-
ernor, United States Senator and the
other offices will be nominated on Sep¬
tember 28 by the 520,000 enrolled Re¬
publicans of the state." waa the com¬
ment of Chairman Barnes. "If he

I thinks I can control their action he
credits me with greater power than I
ought to posses».

"It may be possible that the 111,000
enrolled Progressives, who nominate
their ticket under the law on the aame

day, will take orders and will name
whoever they may be told to nomi-
nate."
Those who are in close touch with

¡ the political situation believe that the
intimations that the Progressive«

I might stand for Harvey D. Hinman as
the Progressive nominee are not «in-

j cere. They believe that the Progrès-
aives are bound to run a straight ticket
and are simply looking for an excuse.
There was a report, evidently started

in Progressive circles, that the anti-
Barnes Republicsns might start a
movement for th« nomination of some
other person than Whitman, some one
who might get the support of the

¡ Progressives. Henry L. Stimson en¬

tered a vigorous denial of this yarn.
"The sentiment in fuvor of Whit-

man aeems to be almost unanimous,"
he said. "I believe that 90 per cent,
of the Republicans in the state favor
his nomination. I don't think we
should pay any attention to what the
Progressive leaders say."

j importance. He had been looking for
them since Tuesday night.
On the inside of the cover of the

cedar clothes box, where the police
found Ballou's smashed straw hat tne

police found blood steins to-day. These
stains Chief Brennan asserted showed
that when the hat had been first placed
in the box It was bloody on the out¬

side, and when the cover wa» closed
the rim of the crown was imprinted

; in red on the cover.
"This new stain we discovered," said

Chief Brennan, "tends to show that an

effort was made to wash the blood off
the hat, for in its present condition
there are no visible blood stains on

its rim."
With Chief Brennan and State's At-

torn«y Cummings this afternoon at
the apartment was Dr. Bruce S.
Weaver, the pathologist and bacteri-
ologist of the Stamford Hospital. Dr.
Weaver took fourteen specimens of
blood from the walls and floor of Mrs.
Angle's apartment and some from a

rug in her living room and more from
the walls in the hall and from the
»tairs.
Measurements were made of the

blood stains on the wall in the hall
to show their distance from the floor.
Especial care was used in measuring
the blood prints on the landing of the
second floor, the floor beneath Mrs. An-
gle's apartment.

Dr. Weaver also took away with him
for chemical analysis the flatiron »rita,
the stain» on the heel, which Chief
Brennan thinks are blood.

» On Monday Coroner Phelan will re-
convene his court at 2 p. m. to hear
Mrs. Angle'» story.
To-day »he »pent considerable timo

at the window of Mrs. f.agle's apart-
ment, looking out on the street and at
times reading newspapers and at times
sewing a little.

Mrs. Angle denied in her interview
that she had said Ballou waa intoxi¬
cated.
"Why do people think I killed him*"

she cried. "Why do they think I tried
to dispose of his body? If I had want¬
ed to do this I would have lupt him in¬

side and disposed of his body in several
ways, and no one would have over
found him."
Judge N. C. Downs, counsel for Mrs.

Angle, said to-day that it would b.«
easy for him to »how that the flatiron
in the possession of the police had n>t
made the dent in the straw hat.
He said Mrs. Angle was left-handed,

and therefore could not have struck a

blow that would have dented the hat in
the manner in which the police assert
the blow was struck.
Judge Downs also said that the stain

of blood on the inside of the box
proves thst the dent was made whoa
Mrs. Angle closed the box. crushing
the hat, thus causing the «lent.

TO RIVER MYSTERY
Schenectady Police Get Stained

Garments, Which May
Identify Slain Girl.

Schenectady, N. Y., June 26. What

is considered by the local police the
beït o** the many clews which developed
to-dny in the Mohawk River murder
mystery, was brought to light at 10:30'
o'clock to-night, when detectives car¬
ried to police headquarters part of a

bloodstained waist, which they had
found a short distance from Ballston
Lake, in Saratoga County.
The garment is of white, with a light

green circle or horseshoe pattern. It
was found la the road about one mile
from the llallston Lake station of the
Delaware A Hudson Ra»' oad, and a

short distance below the lake proper,
where there are a number of summer
carrpr.
The waist was first seen about three

weeks ago by L. M. Young, who livea
in that section. At that time Mr.
Young «aw three piece» of white gar-
ments lying in the roadway. When he
found they were part of a woman'»
clothing and soaked with blood he
threw them over the fence and thought
no more about it until to-night, when
he read of the finding of a bundle of
blood-stained clothing in Grand Boule-
vard.
The lower part of the waist had ap-

parently been cut off with a knife.
Where the waist was found the road

is bordered by a dense growth of
«oods which runs into a swamp. The
red oilcloth wrapped around the torso
is of the kind used in the summer
camps about Ballston Lake.
The authorities will begin to-mor-

row a close inspection of the camps
and the woods.
Another clew lies in the fact that

in Grand Boulevard, adjacent to the
circus plot, was found on the Sunday
following Memorial Day, a package
oí blood-stained woman's clothing. In
the package were four crash towels,
each having a red border, a woman's
white shirtwaist, part of a woman's
«.¦.hite skir». and portions of knitted
underwear. These garments were

found within 400 feet of the plot used
by the circus on Memorial Day.

N'o word had been received to-night
from the circus now in Lowell, Mass.,
as to whether or not any of its female
employes were missing.

WILSON OPTIMISM
ASSAILED BY BORAH
Congress Venturing on

Sea of Uncertainty, Says
Utah Senator.

URGES ENFORCEMENT
OF SHERMAN LAW

"We'll Stay if It Takes Ail Sum-
mer," Declares Williams

in Rejoinder.

Washington, June 26. Direct issue
with the President's statement that
the Democratic party purposed to end
business uncertainty by the enactment
of anti-trust legislation was taken to¬
day by Senator Borah. Senator Will¬
iams, as an echo of the discussion of
the Claflin failure, upheld the admin¬
istration.

Senator Borah declared that Con¬
gress apparently was venturing upen
a sea of legislation out of which
"nothing* would arise but uncertainty
for the business world." He con¬

demned the attack upon the provision
of the tradi commission bill which
gives to the commission the power to
«'.«termine "unfair competition" and to
prohibit it. r

"I would be glad to vote for any
amendment which would strengthen
the Sherman law. I believe in that
law. It would put an end to all
monopolies in this country, if «*a had
the courage to enforce it. But here
we say to the business world, 'You j
shall compete, but you shall not com-

pete unfairly,' and we do not say to
business what unfair competition is."

Senator Williams warned the Senate
that a systematic campaign was being
conducted by interested persons to
bring about an early adjournment of
Congress. Some of the "plutocratic
newspapers," he added, were attempt¬
ing to make the public believe that
the failure of the H. B. Claflin Com¬
pany was due to the Democratic tariff
and to existing buiine»» depression.
"As a matter of fact," said Senator

Williams, "it was nothing of the kind.
The failure was due to overexpansion
of the business.
"Now, I want to add this," he con¬

tinued. "We are going to stay here
with the President. It is awfully un¬
comfortable. I would rather be at
home, but we are of the opinion that
we have undertaken to fight this fight
out and we are going to stay here and
fight it out, until we have finished the
chief programme, if it takea all sum¬
mer. «

BIG LOANS MADE TO
POLITICAL FRIENDS

Paynter, Who Voted Against
Ousting Lortmer from Senate,
Explains How He Oot $40,000.
Chicago, June 2«. A special United

Stat«» grand jury will be called to in¬

vestigate th« affsirs of the La Sail«
Street National Bank, the predccesaor
of Loriraer's La Salle Street Tru»t and

Savings Bank, it was announced to¬

day by Jame» H. Wilkerson, United
Sute» District Attorney.
A preliminary report of government !

accountants has revealed that between j
$600,000 and $850,000 was loaned to

companies in which officers of the

bank were interested, to officers of the

bank themselves and to political
friends.
A loan of $40,000, made to Thomas

H. Paynter, former United State«
Senator from Kentucky, was reduced
by payments, investigation showed,
until his indebtedness to the bank is
$2,646, which he says he will pay on

demand.
The La Salle Street National Bank,

which was controlled also by William
Lorimcr and C. B. Munday, was shaky
three years ago, according to a report
made public to-day by Wilkerson. The

Sort was that of a committee appointed
y the Chicago Clearing House Associ¬

ation in February, 1911, acting on ap
plication for admission of the bank to
the association. The application was
refused because of unethical banking.
The committee requested the direc¬

tors of the bank to replace huge sums
in doubtful collateral with quick as¬
sets, and to cease loaning money to
Lorimer end Munday and their enter¬
prises an preliminaries to another ap¬
plication to the Clearing House Associ¬
ation.

Efforts to trace the interest paid on

city deposits of more than a million
dollar« thus far have failed. The re¬

ceiver, W. C. Niblaek, discovered that
while the bank paid 3 per cent intereat
on these deposits, checks were made,
apparently one for t% per cent and the
other for three-quarters of 1 per cent.

Frankfort, Ky., June 26..Ex-Senator
Paynter, who was a member of the
first Senate committee that investi¬
gated Lorimer's election to the Senate,
and voted in favor of Lorimer's retain¬
ing his seat, said to-day:
"After my connection with the Lori¬

mer committee had ceaaed I needed
$40,000 to complete a business transac¬
tion. C. B. Munday told me he could
take my four notes for $10,000 each and
use them. Mr. Munday took care of
them through the La Salle Street Bank.
However, every dollar of the notes haa
been paid excepting $2,676, which will
be paid on demand."
